Fo2 the confuſion 
of Babel is not in the many tongues, but in vn⸗ 
known ſpcech, which is not vnderſtanded. Chꝛiſt 
ſapth in S. Iohn? Vor adoraris quod neſcitis: You 
adore you wote not what , Do it map be ſapd to 
theſe: Pon chaunt pe wot not what, pe pꝛape pe 
wot not what, pe pꝛattle ve wot not what. Jt is 
not ſafe enough to meane well, that J can tell 
them. In the ficlt chapter of the Pꝛophet Elay it 
is ſaide: I am full of the fatneſſe of cuppes. In 
the 43 chapter it is ſaide, Thou offetedſt me no 
ſacrifice, and thou didſt not glorifie me with thy 
burnt offerings. They offered whilſte God was 
full and wearie, and pet they offered nothing, be⸗ 
cauſe they offered not as God cõmaunded them. 
Fo? ſo he ſapth himſelfe: I made thee not to 
ſerue in oblation, and I did not weary thee with 
francumcenſe. Saule intended well, but that ens 
ded not well. Gideon made an Ephode cf the 
Kings that was in the eares of the people, but it 
was a coꝛde both to him, and to his houſe, Biſbop

Leo in a Sermon he made, De paſſione Domini. 
Of our Lords paſs1on,fapth : That Peter in cuts 
ting off, of Malcus eare, bad intent god enough,

pꝛoue that thoſe thinges which are done in the 
Church, ought to be done in the Latine tongue: 
The arguments that this Doctour bzingeth are 
but few, and thoſe but fond, and except a couple, 
and ſcarſe tw that touple, are wazthy the recital. 
The one 1s this, out ot Paule: Nam tu bene qui» 
dem gratias agis, ſed alter non ediſicatur. e. Thou 
doolt well giue thankes, but in the meane time 
an other is not ediſied. That which the Apoitle 
ſapth to be well done (ſayth Sanders) theſe paüg⸗ 
ling Diuines call vnpꝛoſitable. But let this olde 
Sanders that ſœmeth fo2 age to be croked in Di⸗ 
uinitie hearken to © Paul. I had rather (ſayth 
he) ſpeake ten words to the inſtructiõ of others, 
then ten thouſand with a tongue . This olde 
Doctour this gwd chuſer, Pailter Sanders taketh 
that which is ten thouſand times wurſe, and lea⸗ 
ueth that which is ten thonſand times better, fa 
choiſelp hath he choſen in this caſe. But his choiſe 
is not S. Paules choiſe. And thereſoze we are 
poungling Diuines by this verdict , foz chaſing 
as Paule did. Au other argument groweth from 
aiſter Sanders. Paule went ouer many coun⸗ 
tries, as Pamphilia, Capadocia, Phrigia. &c. But 
be ſpake not, ſayeth he, to euerie one in dinerſe 
tongucs, 


Docour Sanders in an Oꝛation that be made in p Sade 
the face of Louane, hath much wzcſfed his wit fo þchauiour, 
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tongues, therefoze ſome were ſpoken fo, in an 
bnknowne tongue, which was not their owne. 
Chis is the fine foꝛce of Sanders moſt fine witte, 
in finding out fetches , and winding in ſkaffe to 
ſtrengthen and foztifis Antichziſtianilme, and 
Papiſme. But why could not Paule do if? @ape 
god Doctoꝛ Sanders, if thou beelt a god Doctoz, 
and why would he not do it? Daye Doctoz Sans 
ders if thon-beeit a good fellowe , Certainelie, 1; 
Fredericus Furs , a man of as great doctozſhip, 
as Doctoz Sanders, a @Dpantard, dedicating bis 
boke to Cardinal Burgenſi, a Spantard, telleth 
vs a tale of quite contrarieties. Foz, ſapth he, 
An grew Peters bꝛother pꝛeathed bnto the Scithi, 
Sogdiani, and Sacci, in thep2 tongue, lacob to 
the twelue tribes in theyꝛ tongue, Barthelmew 
to the Indians in theyꝛ tongue: Thomas to the 
Parthians in their tongue, to the Meades in their 
tongue, to the Perſi, Hercani, and Bracchi in their 
tongue. But put caſe Fredericus Furius were a 
tongueleſſe man, and had now pet ſaid nothing, 
A wene, that place of the Acts of the Apoſtles wil 
eaſilie choake Doctoꝛ Sanders, and all theſe trou⸗ 
blons barkers Louanians . The people there ſay

] the ſicke and the ſoꝛe: this woundcth and killeth 
body 
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body and ſoule , Peter loned Chiſt beſt ot them 
all : this the woꝛld moſt of them all. Peter would 
not haue Captaine Cornelius to croutth to him: 
this will haue Ringes and Reyſars pꝛoſtrated at 
his feete. Peter could hk to be blamed of Paul: 
this will not be blamed , though he dꝛawe thous 
ſandes to hell. Peter had neither golde noz ſiluer: 
this had ſhod his concubines ritch Palfrics with 
ſiluer. Peter had Cætera, that is, giſtes and gras 
tes:this hath neither gift noꝛ grace, but onelte to 
ſay 5 Iamritch and wealthy, and I ſitte ly ke a 
Queene, Peter wept bitferly by way of repen⸗ 
taunte at the cocks crowe: this neuer repenteth, 
the greater parte of Chꝛiſtendome, crying and 
crowing againſt him. Peter was ſomwhat ambi⸗ 
tious fo; the Pꝛimateſhip.becauſe he had left all 
t followed Chzilt : this leaueth nothing, noꝛ fol⸗ 
loweth Chiſte, and pet his ambition is infinite. 
Peter would not haue himſelf waſhed of Chailt: 
this man wil not haue himſelf iuſtiſied of Chꝛiſt, 
but by his owne merites. Peter would haue his 
heade waſhed beponde Chꝛiſtes commaunde⸗ 
ment: this man enlargeth Chꝛiſtes commaun⸗ 
dementes euen at his luſt: Peter dyd finne with 
lone towardes his Maiſter, fozbidding him to go 
bp fo Jeruſalem: the Pope will haue his fo ſul⸗ 
fer nothing. and to live moſte pleaſuuntlie in all 
thinges , Peter denied Chziſt thaife : the Popes 
lyfe is naught but the denying of Chꝛiſte. Peter 
wbenhis Maiſter was in icopardy,ſapd: Behold 
two ſwordes : the Pope when there is no ieo⸗ 
- perdy to Chꝛiſte, but vpon his o lone luſt, 3 
et 
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theth many thouſandes ol woꝛdeg. Peter went 
with an vneuen fate to the Goſpell: the Pope 
with a moſte croked fote- , oz rather is a verie 
Nemrod , to chaſe awaye the Goſpell . Peter 
would not blame thoſe that tke his part in Jus 
daiſme: the Pope will ſtrike league with the 
ſtewes, if they will be Popiſh inough # Romiſh 
Catholique. Thus if Peter be a lyttle foule, the 
Pope is ten times moꝛe foule , UWihere Perer is 
fapꝛeſt, the Pope is fouleſt. If Peter be fapꝛe, the 
Pope is fonle, The Pope is the head of this wo⸗ 
man : therefoꝛe this woman hath a foule head: 
therefoze ſhe is a filthy Church, and a fonle woe 
mam. 

Againe, if the deuill be foule, then the Biſhop 
of Rome is a fouls head: and ſo this woman is a 
foule woman, The pꝛobation ot this, is to pꝛous 
a likelphade , and great agreement bet wirt the 
deuill and the Biſhop of Rome, Now me thinks 
that in d&de there is a great agre ment. Foꝛ the

Nope is Chaiſtes greateſt hinderer, and cheefeſt 
hurter ; Againe, the Deuill is called Deabolws, 
that is, a ſclaunderer: the Pope ſclaundereth vs 
whilſte we liue, and ſclaundereth vs when we 
die: as the death of Luther, Zuinglius,&c. The 
Deuill is called Jnimicur homo, that is, the enui⸗ 
ous man: the Popes rancoꝛ is the deſtruction of 
the Church. It is ſayd of the Deuill: Sathan fell 
like lightu ing: It is ſapde of the Pope and his. 
Vids ellas cadentes © celo: The Deuill is a lyar 
from the beginning. It is ſayd of the Popr, that; 
He 
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He ſpeaketh great things, that is, lyes and blaf- 
phemies. The Deuil did not Stand in the truth: 
No moze did the Pope accoꝛding to that ſaping: 
This day is poiſon entred into the Church. The 
Deuill is a Roaring Lyon: So the Pope, ſo his 
Spaniſhe Inquiſitors. The Deuill is that Ser⸗ 
pent, which perſecuteth the woman in the carth: 
the Church in this earth hath no ſuch perſecuting 
Derpent, as that Serpẽtine perſecuter of Rome. 
Paule when be inuepeth againſt Elimas, and cal⸗ 
leth him the Deuilles ſonne, in the Ades of the 
Apoſtles, be ſeœmeth fo expound this woꝛde, the 
Deuilles ſonne, in this definition 3 Plenus omni 
dolo, cc. A man full of all manner of deceite, an 
enimie of all iuſtice, and one that ceaſeth not to 
make yll the right wayes of God. This definitt- 
on toucheth the Pope of Rome moſt nerelic in 
enery point. Jf this be þ definition of the Denils 
ſonne, be is vndonbtevly the Deuils owne derre 
ſonne. The Deuil pꝛomiſed Chꝛiſt all the wealth 
of the wozly : the Pope pꝛomiſeth Biſhopꝛickes, 
Abbepes, Pꝛebendes, ic. The Deuill is called a 
Whale, becauſe he ruleth in the tumultuous 
waues of the ſea: the Pope is a Ulhale,becauſe 
be beareth a ſwinge in the vaine waves of this 
buſie woꝛlde. The Denill is called a Dꝛagon, 
becauſe he deuoureth ſoules: the Pope is a Dꝛa⸗ 
gon, becauſe he deuoureth both bodyes 4 ſoules, 
The Dꝛagon dꝛew the thyꝛd part ofthe Starres 
out of heauen : the Popr withdꝛew by lyuinges 
and giuinges , the third parte ofthe beſt learned 
men in Chziſtendoms , from the true doctrine. , 
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It is ſayd that the denill ſhould be let loſe in the 
latter dayes , Bibliander ſayth,that Pope Hil⸗ 
debrand was the deuillcs ſelfe ſet at libertie. So 
that now 2 ſay againe:the Pope is a feule head, 
becauſe p deuill is a foule head: And this woman 
92 church of Rome is as foule us the deuill, bes 
_ her heade the Pope, is as fonle as the de⸗ 
uill. 

Againe, fhoſs that pꝛeach and bꝛing peace, are 
fay2e, actoꝛding to that: Fayre are the feete of 
thoſe that bring peace. If thoſe that bꝛing peace 
be fapze, then thoſe that baing warre be foule, 
But the church of Rome hath alwaycs bꝛought 
warre, both bodily and gheſtlp: therefoze ſhe is 
foule. Now concerning this ſaping: That the 
Church of Rome hath al way es brought bodily 
warre : ft ſhould behone me to goe downe by a 
long deſcent, and to fell a long ſtoꝛy what war 
riers, and fire bzandes of warre theſe Popes of 
Rome haue bene. But to make a ſhozt ſpeche, 
and fo make foꝛe ward as faſt as J tan: J ſape 
that the nature both of the moſt Popes , and of 
his blody woman Church of Rome, is repꝛeſen⸗ 
ted in the voyce of Pope Paulus, who when hee 
was offered eyther peace 02 warre, hee cryed out 
mightily and loudly: Warre, Warre To let paſſe 
that which is paſt, and to come fo theſe dur dates. 
hat warres (god people) c rumoꝛs of Warres, 
what murtherings & manquellinges, hath this 
foule and vnpeaceable woman bzought fopaſſe 
in our tymes 2 Fitly ſayth Gregoric NazianZe- 
ne: Their gloſing is of peace, but their glotie is 
In 
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in blood: though the blond fete of this vnqui⸗ 
et woman. Low lyeth now the Yeroicall perſo- 
nage Lewes Pztince of Barbon '. This fonle 
ſtrumpette hath eaten vp the young Pzince of 
Spaine a Paince of hope, and that godlie and 
godlie Loꝛd, Regent of Scotland. : This faule 
ſtrumpet, and moſt blody Church ; carieth them 
all the day long lyke ſherpe vnto the Shambles, 
and in deve this wzetched warlie bzothell ma- 
keth Chziſtendome nothing elſe but a bufcherte 
of Saints, and a Shambles of Partyzdome. But 
after a fewe peeres they ſhall aunſwer Ged and 
vs. Concerning ſpirituall warres, this woman 
doth bzing it. Foz touching peace of the minde, 
and peace of conſcience;ſheneuer pet bzought it. 
She teacheth falſe lyes of mans Juſtice, of ſatiſ 
faction, of contrition, of ſupererogation, of bulles, 
indulgentes, tendzinges Papall, and tend2inges 
Legantine : which all thinges be but a bzoken 
caffe (as Eſay termes weake helpes) and will in 
the ende plunge mans ſoule in daſperation, in 
conflict, and in hell. Such peace taſted Franciſcus 
Spira off, that died in deſperation: taſted Ecchi. 
us off, that dying vttered deſperate woꝛdes: ta⸗ 
ſted Sodoletus off, that died in a weake faith: ta⸗ 
ſted Latomus off, that roꝛed lyke an Dre in his 
death bedde, and as ſome thinke taſted Biſhoppe 
Gardiner off. Thoſe of that Church do, Freme⸗ 
re vt vrſi, Doo rore lyke beares: and thoſe of our 
Church, and thoſe that be the members of our 
fayꝛe woman, they do as the Pzophete layeth: 
Gemere vt columbi, Mourne lyke dobues. They

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then t and ſpeake, euen pe Italian waiters, 


in me to bidde them ſpeake , who commonlie 
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dye therefoze lyke our ſauiour Chzilk : Ego vado 
ad patrem , Taking death to be no moze but a 
paſſage to the father. They die like Paule: There 
is layde vp for me a crowne of glorie. They dis 
like Stephen: Lord, I betake my ſoule to thy 
handes.Mhey die like Polycarpus: Lord, make 
me a partner of the reſurrection. They die liks 
Luther: God is the great Biſhop of my ſoule, 
and let him take care of my ſoule . They die 
like Caluine: I haue holden my peace Lorde, 
becauſe thou haſt doone this. This woman, 
this church, bꝛingelh warre fo the body,  warre 
fo the Soule, and thertfoze thee is a foule woe 
man, 

Againe, iffinne do make foule and vncleane, 
then is this woman that waye , verie foule and 
bncleane fo, Jn reſpec of finne, Tertull:an and 
Hierome tall Rome, Babylon. But if they will 
be ſo impudent, as to deny they2 vglie and mon⸗ 
ſtrous race of inne: then let Bernarde ſpeake, 
that ſapth ; There is no healthfull place in that 
Church, from the toppe to the toe. ap, go ve 


ſpeake Boccas, ſpcake Perrarch , ſpeake Mantu- 
an, and ſpeake Pallengenius,Yowbeit,it is vaine 


thꝛoughout all thepz wozkes , do burlt cut ſntfo 
moſte bitter ſpeeches againſt the enozmious lyfe 
of the Church of Rome. But admitte theſe men 
bad ntuer ſpoken any one woꝛde againſt that 
Church, vet do but lone ouer Balcs boke of Vo- 
taries, and a boke called, A Catologue of * 

et 
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ſes againſt the Pope of Rome: and then J doubt 
not but vou will ſubſcribe, that this Church of 
Rome is a moſt ſinfull woman. In the means 
tyme, vpon the witneſſing of ſo many witneſſes, 
in great earneſt I tell you, that ſhe is a moſt ſins 
full woman, andtherefoze ſpy2itually a moſte 
foule and defozmed woman. Thoſe things that 
they obied fo our Church, are but freckes and 
ſpeckes, in compariſon of the bofches and byles 
of thepz owne Church. And foꝛ our further pur⸗ 
gation, J repozte me fo a lyttle boke of Maiſter 
Caluine, De ſcandalis noſtræ eccleſie ; Of ſuch re» 
proches as may be intended againſt our church. 
Now if they wilt ſap that ther; church is fapꝛer, 
becauſe thee is trimly attyꝛed, becauſe ſhee hath 
curious copes, and veluette veſtmentes, ſenſing 
and ſinging , and much iollie ringing: it mays 
pleaſe them to vnderſtand that all this fay2enes 
is not fapꝛeneſſe from within the Church. but an 
out warde fapꝛeneſſe, and a painted fayzeneſſe, 
And all thoſe reaſans which Peter Martyr in the 
boke of Ringes doth bꝛing, that a woman ought 
not fo paint her face, maye be alledged again 
them, that thep ought not to paint theyz Church, 
And if euer they will pzone theyꝛ Church to be a 
fayze Church, they muſt firſt make this god, that 
painted beauty is a god beautp. And thus much 
haue J ſayde in theſe two pointes : that Choiſtes 
Church is a woman, and hath womanhead: that 
Antichꝛiſtes church is a dzabbe, and a ſhameleſſs 
bꝛothell: that Chziltes Church is fayze; that An⸗ 
tichziffes church is fouls, _-

Ho in the firſt of 
Peter and the third chapter, it is ſapd: That men 
ſhould be wonne to the wo2d without the wozd, 
by the conuerſation of women: ſo that tbe con» 
uerſation of women, ſhould be of moꝛe guthozity 
then the wozd, But if muſt be conſidered, that 
this argument is not god: The authozity of ths 
Church to Saint Auguſtine, being a puny and a 
nouice in matters of Religion, was greater then 
the authozitie of Chꝛiſte: therefoze the authczity 
of the Church, is ſimplie greater then the autho⸗ 
ritie of Chꝛiſte. No moze then this argument: 
Iohn was in better credite with the Jewes then 
Chzilte, when he bare witnelle of Chzilte : ther⸗ 
foze Iohn his witneſſing ought to be the better, 
D; this argument: Womens conuerſation mo⸗ 
ueth ſome men moze then the wozd: therefoze it 
doth moue, 02 ought to moue, fimply moze then 
the wozd. But euen as Iohn that bare witnes of 
Chꝛiſte, did confeſſe that be was not wooztby to 
loſe Chꝛiſtes [hoe latchet, no moze the Church 
though it beare witneſſe of Choiſte , in reſpect of 
credite and authozitte , is not woozthp to loſe 
Chꝛiſtes ſhoe latchetfe , And euen as when 
Chꝛiſte put fo2th himſelfe, and beganne to bee 
knowne to the people, lohn ſaide: Ir behoueth 

mee to wexe leſſe, and him to wexe greater: (0 
wen the Church hath giuen a man fo 1 
and 
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tand of Chꝛiſte, and that Chaiſte beginneth to 
appeare vnto vs, the Church decreaſeth in autho⸗ 
ritie, and eſtimation lyke lohn, and Chziſte in⸗ 
creaſeth and wereth greater in authozitie and 
credite , Euen ſo do the Samaritanes in the 
fourth of lohn, that were bzought to Chꝛiſte by 
the woman of Samaria, ſape thus: We doo nor 
nowe beleeue for.thy tallce, for we our ſelues 
haue heard andidooknowe . And pet Saint 
Auguſtines caſe and ours is not lypke , Foz be 
was moued by 5 authoꝛitie of that Church which 
perſwaded him to the Goſpell: the authozitie of 
the Church of Rome doth bende it ſelfe, and is 
dy2ected fo moue bs onlie to the church of Rome. 
Beſides that, that Church did compell no man

J knowe the Church 
of God is oftentpmes famous: but that is thus:

The teaching of Cods 
wapes, maketh Gods Church a famous moun⸗ 
tapne. It Gods wapes be not truelp taught, 
though the ſyt vpon ſeucn hylles, as the church of 
Rome vppon ſeuen bylles, ſhe is not a famous 
mountayne, but an ignominious valley . Then

Church. Py ſenſe cannot ſhe we it, and theres 
foe J beleeue it:foz if J (ee it, beleefe is in vain, 
foz where ſenſe fapleth, and can go no further, 
there beleefe beginneth. Noz is it neceſſarie that 
J ſhould from tyme to tyme ſee the Church, but 
J ſhoald from tyme to tyme, belecne there is a 
holy cathdlique Church. But in deede they, and 
ſuch lyke bꝛimme perſecutozs , haue of ſa long 
tyme kept vnder the church, that we are dꝛinen 
ts belcefeonly,foz they haue left ſcarſe any ſcnſe, 
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oz 'memozie-of the true members of Chzilfes 
Church. But they crie ſtyll alouds: Where was 
the Church» 2 J fell them that | is ſapde of 
God: Tu es vers Deus abſconditus : Thou art ye- 
rilie a hidden God. So the Church is oftentimes 
hidden. The huſband of an hidden condition, and 
the ſyouſe of an hidden condition. Where was the 
Church 2 Chaiſte Code in the middeſt of them, 
and they knew him not. The Church was in the 
middeſt of them, and they knew it not, Where 
was the Church?

thy warmth is haple,ſnowe, and what ſo falleth 
krom heauen:thy wealth is want:thy fwde is hũ⸗ 
ger.

Ol gathering of Lilies, many thinges map be 
ſpoken many wayes, And what Lilies do ſigni⸗ 
fic in this plate, J am to ſay as befoze: that when 
the beloued goeth downe into his ſpicerie, to be 
fed in the Oꝛchardes and to gather Lilies, is no 
moꝛe but that he goeth to be refreſhed in p earth, 
Yowbeit the Fathers haue made a further pꝛo⸗ 
ceſſe in this matter, and ſome pceld one ſenſe, and 
ſome another. But foz my lelfe J would not foz 
any thing rehearſe opinions bpon opinions, and 
notes vpon opinions, t exboꝛtations vpon notes, 
fo2 that would be now long and weariſome: only 
I wil ſay ſomething of one expoſitio, which Rabs 
bi Iarhi and .

ſhould gather his ſneepe out of all landes, and 
gather them into their owne land. So doth he 
himſelfe ſay with an affection ol moſt derpe laue:

deſt not. And as Lilies growe diſperſed here 
one, and there one: ſo good men growe rare and 
thinne , And as Chꝛiſt picketh Lilies from a- 
mong thoznes ( foz they growe among thoznes:) 
ſo picked he Abraham from the thoꝛnes of Chal 
der, lob from the Buſſites , Hiram from the Tia 
rians, Naaman from the Sirians, the Nintuites 
from the Aſpzians,Lilyes grow rare, and goon 
men growe rarer: Kilies amongſt thoznes,and 
god men amongſt thoznes . And as the gathe⸗ 
ring of Lilies and men bee like: ſo men and Lis 
lies be very like, J will ſpeake a thing of mars

Daughters ot 
vnaity, and dames ol delicacy , ye thinnke it fins 
and featous to be called roſes:pꝛimroſes, and Li⸗ 
Ipes:and in diede it is true, in reſpectes pou are 
roſes, pꝛimraſes and Lilies. When pe haue got⸗ 
ten all vpon your heads backes which Engliſh 
ſoile doth veld, and many a marchaunthath fet⸗ 
ched full farre, when all your taploas haue bꝛo⸗ 
ken their bzaines about contriuing of foꝛmes, 
faſhions;yet the are ve nothing ſo trickſy trime, 
as the Lilp . The beſt of pee all in all your beſt 
hꝛauerp, is not like to a feelde Lily, which happes 
ly to mozrowe is pluckt vp, and lung into the 
furnace Dicke and p2une pour ſelues to the 
bay of dome; pee will neuer bee like to the 
feelde Lily. Fo2 the Lilp of this our fleſhe is not 
ſo godly gap, as the Lily of grafſe : otherwiſe x 
in many imperfections wee are very: perfect, 
and true Lilies. Whe Lilp of graſſe hoteth vp 
foꝛ a time, but then he layeth downe his toppe; 
and is made euen tothe floore. The Lily of fleſh

graſſe Lilies are dead and gon that haue growe 
on the late of the earth, and all ficſh Lilies are 
dead that lived vpon this earth. Abraham Gods 
kreend, and Noah that walked with God, Aaron 
full of dignitp, and Moſes full of authozi ty, holy 
Melchiſedech, and iuſt Iod, ſtrong Sampſon, and 
huge Ogge, vaunting Goliath, and diſdainfull 
Scnacharib,faire eAbſolon , and ſwete louely

He is not now in 
the ſpicery and Lilpes of this earth, that is, as 
mong the ſonnes of men: he is not in perſonall 
pꝛeſence, as the Papiſtes 02 V biquitaries fayne 
bim, but he bath ouert aken the heights of hea⸗ 
uen, and ſtandes where Steuen ſawe him, and 
where Eſay ſawe him, among Angels and Arch⸗ 
aungelst all the gloꝛious millions of his ſaints, 
him lelfe moꝛe then moſt gloꝛious. There ſeke 
bim, ſeeke him, there O wozld and together make 
after him. And in dede ſome part of the wozld 
doth ſake Chꝛiſt, and are in a kind of queſt and 
enquirie of Chꝛiſt, but not in a like ſet and after 
ane faſhion:ſome ſceke him with ſtaues, and with 
lanternes, like the vilanous Jewes to beate him 
and buffet him. to canuas him and kill him. So 
ſeke thee(D Lo2d Chailt ) the Spaniſh Inquiſi⸗ 
toꝛs with ſtaues and with tozmentes: So many 
a pꝛoud Nemrod doth hunt the , and ſake the. 
Agapne , ſome (&ke htm Ipke Iudas foz money 
and fo2 wealth, and fo get vauntage by they2 ſo 
ſeeking: but ( Loꝛd Jeſus)thoſe 02 ſhal neuer finde 
the, 02 be flunge flat on their backes when they 
finde thee . And pet (Loꝛd) to, there is an ether 
kinde of people that ſœke thee, Loꝛd we read that 
Ioſeph and Mary did ſeke thee Dolentes, that is, 
Mourning : fo wer ſeeke the in theſe dayes of 
teares, againe ſo many daungers, acainl ſc mas 
np ny oppꝛobꝛies, in ſo diueliſh a generation, in fo 
F. iii. comber⸗ 
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comberſome a woꝛld, in fo ſtraight a way in ſuch 
confrary lawe of our members and ofour ſpirits 
in ſuch haling backe of the wozlde and wozld- 
Iye fraendſhip , that dolentes quærimus te, (alas 
good Lozd ) with great hart bzeake , wee ſ&ke 
thee . Loꝛd giue ſtrength to our faith and kindle 
courage in bs, fo make after thee and ſerke thee. 
Lo2d if we ſeeke ther, thou haſt pzomiſed we ſhall 


finde thee, all thy woꝛdes are truth it ſelfe, there⸗ 


foze we will make after ther and ſeeke the. Mee 
read that loſeph and Mary ſought the with ſoz - 
row, but found thee with top. We knowe(Lozd) 
that the greefes of this tourney are nothing woꝛ⸗ 
thy the ioyes that thoupxldeſt fo them that haue 
found thee, He p had his earcs full of the wozld, 
and his armes full of the wozld, and his belly 
full of the wozld, and his epes full of the wozld, 
and all the beſt pleaſing pleaſures in the wozld, 
he hath cryed out againſt them, vanity of vant- 
ties, and all is but vanifite , O Lo2d,all other 


 thoughtes are vaine , and moſt oxtreame vaine, 


O thou onelp wozthy to be ſought, and none but 


thou wozthy to be found, height noꝛ depth, heate 


c2 colde, edge noꝛ popnt of ſwoꝛd, foe noꝛ friend 
Hall neuer pꝛeuaile againſt vs , but wee will 
make after thee and ſecke ther. O that wee may 
finde there: graunt(D god Loꝛde) that wee may 
finde thee, Vee that hath found thee, hath foͤunde 
the Shiloh and Meſsias of the whole woꝛlde: hee 
hath found the Lyon of the tribe of ludah , that 
is able to maſter all the beaſtes of the fielde: hee 
hath kounde a rocke, a buckler , a ſhield, — a 
o2nc 
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hozne of health, and one that wil lift bp his head, 
ſo that he neede to feare foes no moꝛe: hee hath 
founde that pearle which a wiſe man wculd ſell 
all that hee hath to buy, ſo that hee n&de to bes 
ſtowe his loone vppon., no Jewell els any maze: 
bee hath found the Lambe, after whom bee (hall 
foꝛ euer walke in innocency in Whyte apparell, 
ſo that hee ſhall not bee troubled with rebellious 
mot ions ofhts fleſhe any moze . Ve hath found 
the healthfull tre of lyfe , in the middeſt of Pa⸗ 
radyſe, fo that hee ſhall not ſ& death any moze: 
hee bath founde him, out of whoſe belly guſhe 
floudes of life pealding waters, ſo that hee ſhall 
not bee a dꝛy any mo2e: he hath founde him that 
wyll wype away all teares and all infirimities, 
ſo that henede not to bee dꝛouſie and heaup any 
mo2e:hee bath founde hys owne wiſedome, hys 
owne ſanctificatton,his owne Juſtice : bee hath 
founde the ſtrong God, the onelp wyſe Cod, the 
Lo2de of wozldes,the Prince of peace, the father 
of Eternitie, the gloꝛious Angell ok the great 
Counſell, to whome , with God the Fa⸗ 
ther, and God the holy Ghoſt , thꝛee 
perſons and one God, be all honour 
and dominion both now and 
cuermoꝛe. Amen.
